Farmers Becoming (Easter Sunday 


Interested in 
Chemical Fertilizers 


The illustrated lecture held 
on Tuesday afternoon in the 
Phillips Hall under the auspices 
of the Consvlicated Mining and 
Smelting Co. of Canada Ltd., 
was a decided success arid re- 
eulted in a keen interest being 
devcloped by many in the use 
of chemical fertilizers. The 
slides shown pictured the as- 
tounding results obtained by 
farmers in every part of the 
West. They portrayed the a4- 
vantages obtained by the use of 
prosphatic fertilizers through 
earlier maturity of grain, weed- 
control, increase in_ yield, 
stronger straw ete. In fighting 
the cut worm and wire worm 
menace, splendid results have 
also been obtained. Several 
attachments for drills will come 
into the the district as well as 
part of a carload of Ammoium 
Phosphate and Triple Super- 
phosphate as a result of the 
meeting. Three carloads of 
fertilizer are being unloaded in 
Gleichen. These fertilizers are 
available in 100 lb. lots as well 
as 5)b. cartons for garden use 
and will be distributed through 
W. Sutemeister, local dealer, 
resident at Gleichen, who will 
gladly reply to all enquiries di- 
rected to him. 

While admitting “that there 
had been a slowing down of the 
ratio of increase of population 
.as compared with previous fig- 
ures, he said that the reord for 
the ten-year period from 1920- 
30 showed the yearly increase 
was 1,625,000. 

That meant, he said, that in 
the year 1930 there were 16,250, 
000 more people to be fed than 
in 1920, and based on the esti- 
mates of Sanford Evans, Win- 
nipeg, of two and a half bush- 
els of wheat annual per capita 
consumption in 1930, the world 
required 40,625,000 bushels of 
wheat more than it did in 1920. 


Demand Will Soon 
Overtake Supply 


Although the wheat acreage 
in Alberta has grown from 4,- 
885,000 to approximately 8,000 - 
000 during the past ten years 
andthe general trend of ex- 
porting countries was a consid- 
erable increase of acreage over 
population up to 1929, yet dur- 
ing the past two years the 
world population situation has 
shown decided signs of being 
reversed, according to a state- 
mint made by L. D. Nesbitt 
of the Alberta Wheat Pool, re- 
cently. 

Mr. Nesbit points out for 33 
years up until 1930 the world’s 
wheat acreage on the average 
increased between 2,000,000 and 
3,000,000 acres per year, but that 
the trend during the past two 
years has been theother way the 
decrease in acreage in the major 
wheat exporting countries for 
1931 alone having been 12,000, 
000 arces, 

If this continued, Mr. Nesbit 
asserts, it would not take very 
long before the demand for 
wheat overtook the supply.

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Hussar Suffered 
$100,000 Fire 
Early Tuesday 


Hussar, March 29,—Damage 
estimated at close to $100,000 
was caused when fire of un- 
determined origin swept the 
main street of this town early 
Tuesday morning, destroying 
three stores, a cafe, the Hussar 
hotel and the Masonic lodge, 

The buildings destroyed in- 
cluded: the Stiles drug store; 
Clifgard general store; Janse 
grocery, operated by R. E, 
Snellings; Liberty Cafe; Masonic 
lodge and the hotel. The Joss 
is partly covered by insurance. 

The blaze was discovered at 2 
o’clock by Mrs, A. A. Clifgard, 
who resided with her family 
above the large general store 
operated by her husband, one 
of the pioneersgof the district. 
Mrs. Clifgard awoke to see a 
glare of flames from the Stiles 
drug store, where the fire ap- 
parently originated. 

Townspeople quickly gather- 
ed and with fire extinguishers 
and buckets attempted to 
check the flames. Their efforts 
were unavailing and the fire 
spread quickly from drug store 
to the Janse grocery and then 
to the Clifgrad store.
